Congress informed 

U.S. to soil t£bnks to Egypt 


WASHINGTON, March 14 (AP) — Tie 
U3. Defense Depa^ent formally notified 
Congress Tbunday it plans to sell Egypt 244 
U.S. M-60 tanks to replace old Soviet arma- 
ment that is fast becoming unserviceable. 

Egypt win pay $ 454.1 milli on for foe 244 
taiiks as part of a $ LlS-bfilion easy-credit 
arms package recently announced by foe U.S. 
administratioa. The ^yptiaos also will 
receive 40 F-16 jet fighter planes under foe 
deal, derigned to help cement a doser U.S. 
relationship with ^ypt. 

In an apparent effort to reassure Israel, the 
Pentagon said foe sale of the tanks “will not 
have a significant impact on foe regional 
military balance" because they will replace 
obsolescent equipment provided years ago by 
foe Soiriet Vtdoa before President Anwar 
Sadax broke with foe Kremlin following foe 
1973 Arab-Israeli war. 

The first M-60 tank for Egypt is due for 
deliveiy in December, ofBdals said. 

The sales earmarked for Egypt will indude 
such sophisticated equipment as laser range- 
finders, thermal sights foat permit foe tanks 
to fire accurately at night, and other up-to- 


date equipment. The M-6(7s main weapon is 
a 105-millimeter gun. It also carries two 
madiine guns. 

The M-60 is manufactured by foe Chrysler 
Corp. at its Warren Nfidiigao, plant. The new 
pack^ is in addition to$ 1.5 billion in arms 
credits extended to Egypt by the United 
States as an inducement to complete an 
agreement with Israel, a longtime redpient 
on major U.S. arms. The Egyptians also 
wanted F-15s, foe most sophisticated of the 
U.S. Air Force's new fighters, but ofGdals 
said they were persuaded to settle for the less 
costly 1^16 for foe time being. 

Eg^t has demonstrated willingness to line 
up with the United States in dealing with 
Middle East problems, and Sadat has erffered 
the use of Egyptian bases if foe United States 
dedded it needed them to help defend foe 
Gulf against any atten^>ted So^et takeover 
of the ml-produdng area. 

Recently, two U.S. airborne warning and 
control aircraft, foe newest of their type, have 
operated out of Egyptian bases in air 
defenses exercises with Egj^tiao air force 
planes.

Hamid Khalil, and foe secretary general of 
Ethiopia's Provisional Military Administra- 
tive Coundl (PMAQ Captain Fikre-Selassie 
Wogderess Thursday l^ore -a Sudanese 
delegation beaded by Geo. Khalil left for 
home after boldiiig top-level talks here. 

The Sudanese delegation's visit could mark 
foe end of a period <d strained relations bet- 
ween the two countries. 
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P fhiftpia has in the past accused foe Sudan 
of sui^rting secessionist guerrillas in 
Ethicqria's Red Sea province of Eritrea. 

Informed sources said Sudanese and 
Ethiopian security ministers ^lo recently 
met here had held detailed discussioos on 
security issues. At this week's meetings, the 
two rides had agreed to implement foe new 
unders tanding readied at the earlier talks, 
the sources said. 

The communique says bofo countries 
agree to respea ei^ oth^ s sovereignty, ter- 
ritorial integrity and unity, and will not inter- 
fere in eadi ofoeYs intanal affairs. 

They have agreed to inqslement all bilat- 
eral treaties and ^reements, amd to revive 
joint bodies sudi as a ministerial consultative 
c^ynmir tee and a border commission. 

Officials of the two governments will meet 
regularly to dk«iM peace and security on 
t heir nctmmAn btxder, foecommunique adds. 

The joint ministerial consultative commit- 
tee is to meet in Khartoum on April 17. 

Natural gas to bum 
if price not met, 

Iran tells Soviets 

KUWAIT, March 14 (AP) — Iran would 
xafoer bum its natural gas than sell it to Mos- 
cow at foe price offered by Soviet n^tiators 
in stalled raiics, minister Ali Akbar Moin- 

far said on Tdran radio Friday. 

“We have agreed to continue negotiations 
with the Soviet govmnnMmt, but we are 
determined to bum our gas rather than sell it 
at sudi a very low price," Mmnfar said after a 
meeting of ^ ru^g Iranian Revolutionaty 
Crandl Tiorsday nigbL The broadcast was 
monitored in Kuwait. 

Specific prices were not mentioned in foe 
report, but Iran is demanding a five-fold price 
increase firom foe Soviets, coundl qiokesman 
Hassan Habibi said. 

Moinfar said the talks have been “sus- 
pended because the price demanded by us is 
about 30 to 40 per cent bi^er than that 
offered by foe Sennet ride." 


BEIRUT, Mardi 14 (AP) — A Palestinian 
offidal says foe United States needs a bolder 
president than flmmy Carter to defy 
America's Jewish lobby and formulate an 
even-handed policy oo the Middle East con- 
flicL 

Farouk Kaddoumi, diief of the political 
department of the Palestine Liberation 
OgranizatioD also said in a newspaper inter- 
view published here Friday foat disagree- 
ment on a draft joint commumque was delay- 
ii^ an official visit by Arafat to France. 

“Carter seldom makes up his mind. He is in 
the habit of making dedsions and quickly 
retracting them " said Kaddounu. 

He cit^ as the latest exanyile Carter’s dis- 
avowal of foe recent U.S. vote at foe UJ^. 
Security Coundl against Israeli settiemeots in 
foe occupied West Bank of the Jordan River. 

“Such dedsions need a bolder president 
who can come to grips with foe crux of foe 
problem without fear,” Kaddoumi told foe 
independent Lebanese newspaper An Nahar. 

“America's current policy is weak." 

He srid Carter’s disavow^ of foe settle- 
ment vote was prompted by “pressures from 
the Jewish lobby, llieie is no question of 
factions within the American administra- 
tion." 

Kaddoumi said bilateral French-PLO talks 
wens needed to sort out their differences over 
the phrasing of a joint communique on the 
outcome of Arafat’s projected visit to Paris. 

There is a possibility foat Kaddoumi would 
shortly go to Paris for such talks and dear the 
way for Arafef s visit, Kaddoumi added. 

Kaddoumi said French representatives and 
foe PLO held talks on foe projected Arafat 
visit in Paris and Beirut few months ago. 

“We dedded foe virit should better be 
postpKHied, because there was no agreement 
on certain issues that was to be mentioDed in 
foe draft joint communique" Kaddoumi 
said. 

He said the new gesture foat President 
Valeiy Discard (fEstaing made by recogniz- 
ing foe Palestinian right to '•.elf d.'serminadon 
created a favorable dimate for fr^ talks on 
the Arafet visit 

“Preridem cTEsiaing's tour of Kuwait 
Abu Dhabi, Bahrain, Qatar, Jordan and 
Saudi Arabia showed that France has taken 
long strides forward in supporting the Pales- 
tinian cause, and in seekiiig to resolve foe 
Middle East crisis," said Kaddoumi. “West 
Germany and Brit^ have backed the 


Frendi move.” 

Kaddoumi voiced guarded support for Bri- 
tain's effort to amend U.N. Security Council 
Resolution 242 so that it would refer to the 
Palestinians as a people instead of refugees. 

“Firstly, we are for anylhing that might 
push the Palestinian question forward. But 
that does not mean that we ^y approve foe 
contents of foe proposed amendment of 
Resolution 242. We demand a new resolu- 
tion altogether foat would stipulate for foe 
national rights of the Palestinian people," 
Kaddoumi said. 

Resolution 242, taken after the 1967 Mid- 
dle East war, rails for Israel's right to exist 
within secure and internationally recognized 
borders, and for settlement of the r^gees 
question. It does not mention foe Palestine. 

The PLO steadfastly rejected the resolu- 
tion which has become the framework of all 
peace-making efforts in the Middle East.

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New directors alter course 

Saudi shipping evaluates freighter agreement 


JEDDAH, March 14 . — The Saudi 
' Naticmal Shipping Company has altered 
omiTse, according to SaiuB Basiness this 
week. 

Its new board of directors, diaired by 
Muhammad As Sugair, former deputy nunis- 
ter of finance and vice-diainnanirf the Saucti 
Fund for Development, dedded at its first 
meeting last week to shelve a letter of intent 
recently signed with Ae Danish shipping 
congtomerate Maersk Line. 

The letter prcqmsed a SR35 million joint 
venture, Saudi-Maerrit Line, to oj rate a 
fcatnightly container service between jubia 
and tile Ufi. East coast 

Maersk was to sell the venture five, 
eleven-year-old bulk cargo and loaded con- 
tainer ships for $ 23.75 mOlioo. Hitachi 
Zosen shipyards of Japan was to convert 
them for $ 12 million into cellular container 
' vessels each with a capacity of 1,235 stan- 
dard, 20-foot containers or their eqinvalents. 
Operations with the green and Saudi-flagged 
■ ships were to have begun by the end of the 
year with an interim Maersk diarter service 
from May. 

Maersk also proposed substantial training 


for Saudi administrators and crew.SNSC was 
to buy out and completely run the operation 
after seven years. 

But the new board of the joint stock com- 
pany has dedded against using potentially 
problematic <dd ships, despite the attractions, 
of low cost and sp^y start-up for SNSCs 
first service. ** We feel we don't want to start 
life with old riiips," a rookesman said. 

New ships, however, take two to three

JEDDAH, March 14 — As one of the 
woriifs fastest growing markets, Saudi 
Arabia attract its fair share of international 
trade shows. The eon^tition to break.imo 
what is r^dly becoming a highly sophisti- 
cated and demanding market is tough. Just 
how tough is reflected in the time, effort and 
expense uhidi countries are prepared to 
invest in mounting a display of sufficient 
•Standard to make an impression. 

Australia is a current example. From 
Mairii 23 to 27 at tbe Jeddah Chamber of 
Commerce Australia will stage its big^t 
trade show in the world for 1980. Tbe exhibi- 
tion has been 18 months in the planning and 
has involved theideas and efforts of hundreds 
of people. Two hundred and twenty tons of 
equipment have been shipped in to build the 
delays and a further 2000 Idlograms of 
freight will be flown in before tiie of>ening 
date. 

Overseeing the project is Qyrii Spendlove, 
deputy director of exhibitions for the Trade 
Piiblidty Brandi of Australia's Department 
of Trade and Resources. Spendlove said that 
Australia mounts some 120 trade exhibitious 
throughout the world eadi year, but the Jed- 
dah show was the highli^t of this yeafs 
activities. 

“We've held exhibitions in Jeddah twice 
before," he said. “The 1977 show was bigger 
than the first in 1971 and now if steadied the 
stage where if s our most impKirtant one for 
tbe year. I thinic this adequately reflects 
Australia’s attitude to the Saudi Arabian 
market." 

All systems have been “go" on planning 
the dirolay for over a year. Prospective 
exhibitors were selected by computer and 
notified. When the final acceptance and 
selections were made exhibitors were given a 
briefing on the display. Over 60 Australian 
companies win show their wares at the exhiti- 
tion, all etiiibits beii^ carefully selected to be 
of value or interest to Ae Saudi Arabian 
market

the Nonad, whidi could be suitable for use in 
the' remote areas of the Kingdom, to 
Australian developed anti-venene for ^ 
deadly stone fish which is found in Australian 
waters as weU as the Red Sea. 

The team helping Spendlov put the show 
toge tbe *’ includ^ a design consultant from 
the Melbourne based firm, Brunton and 
Bruoton-an executive from the frei^t for- 
jwr Hing a ge ncy, Biuinbles, a team of workers 
from the Singapore based City Neon Display 
Constructions, plus a number of local work- 
ers. Both Brunton and Bnmton and Gty 
Neon have been putting up trade shows 
around tiie world for the Australian govern- 
ment for twenty years. 

Spendlove has also been in the business for 
twenty years and has supervised the construc- 
tion ^ at least 50 exhibitions in places as for 
afiairi as South America, Kenya and Peking. 
The latter was the venue for the biggest 
exhibition ever put by Australia. It was called 
aoqdy Tbe Australian Exhibition and was 
staged in 1974 with 160 exhibitors. Products 
on display included again the Nomad, scud 
Uvestodc suck as the fomous Merino breed of 


sheep and agricultural equipment. 

Though he has seen exhibition halls around 
the world Spendlove has some words of 
praise for the local venue. He described the 
Jeddah Chamber of Commerce as excellently 
located — “if s in a spot that is easy to find 
and well placed for businessmen" — andsaid 
it provided good space for mounting a com- .

Assad blames U.S. 


for internal unrest 


DAMASCUS, March 14 (R) — Syrian 
Presidem Hafez Assad has renewed his 
attack against the United States and accused 
it of increasing its military, economic and 
political support to Israel “under cover of 
peace." 

“The United States would like to make 
la-ad the greatest power in this area to 
expand its occupation of Arab land," Assad 
told a youth conference Thursday. 

He also said the United States had 
“instructed its agents to strongly counter 
Svria's stability." 

^e want to assure Washington, Israel and 
their agents, here and anywhere that we 
warmly welcome such a battle." Assad said. 

The congress decide to establish “armed 
battalions" to counter “gangs of killers and 
saboteurs”. Workers and peasants made 
similar decisions earlier. 

In the meantime. Mahmoud Hadid, 
speaker of Syria's People's Assembly (.parli- 
ament), was quoted Friday as saying the gov- 
ernment had the power to crush the violence 
within hours. 

Commenting on reports of widespread 
unrest in northern and central Syria in an 
interview with a local Lebanese news agency. 
Hadid said the government had so far not 
used all the power at its disposal to end the 
violence. 

The government was capable of ending the 
violence “not - : within days, but within

SvTian newspapers Thursday echoed 
Assad in blaming the Central Intelligence 
Agency (CIA) for internal unrest . 

Tbe gcn ernment newspaper TuHtriii said in 
an editorial the CIA was controlling armed 
men responsible for attadcs on government 
establishments here and called oo the popula- 
tion to stand together against what it termed 
enemies of the people. 

In a tough speedi to trade unionists on 
Tuesday. Assad for the first time publidy 
accused the O A of fomenting internal disor- 
der. 

Al Booth the newspaper of the ruling Baath 
Par^, said in an editorial that “killers and 
bandits" operating inside Syria were paid and 
armed by the CIA and Israel. It added- the 
right-wing Lebanese Phalangjst Party was 
helping to smuggle weapons into Syria. 

“It is no secret that many Israeli and 
American advisers are now in Jounieh and 
Dbayeh," Al Baath said in a reference to two 
coastal towns in the rightist — controlled sec- 
tor of Lebanon. 

“It is no secret that many American and 
Israeli ships loaded with arms are now at 
Aquamarina to distribute weapons jn Syria 
and Lebanon," the paper added. 
Aquamarina is one of dozens of illegal ports 
dotted along the Lebanese coast. 

Meanwhile, Information Minister Ahmad 
Iskander has praised Soviet support for Syria 
and said the country was on the way to milit- 
ary parity with Israel. 

Iskander said in an interview with Reuters 
Thursday that efforts to strike a strategic bal- 
ance with Israel — Syria's phrase for military 
parity — had been accelerated after Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat of Egypt broke ranks with 
the Arabs and made peace with the Jewish 
state. 

“Syria is in a good position.” Iskander said. 
“ We are on the way to a strategic balance. We 
will complete its elements so we can face 
Israeli arrogance and expansionist designs." 

He gave no details. But President i^ad 
said last week the strength of his armed forces 
had grown threefold over the past ten years. 
The tank force now stood at around 3,000 
compared with 1,000 in 2970.

in 4 countries 


WASHINGTON, Mar* 14 (AP) — 
Tile State Department, whidi reduced the 
U.S. embassy staffs in 12 Muslim coun- 
tries late last year for security reasons, has 
quietly decided to retuni the personnel it 
had withdrawn to four of those countries, 
U.S. officials say. 

'The oouoiries are Oman, Bangladesh. 
North ')[’emen and Algeria. 

Embassy staffs were cut back and other 
precautionary measures taken last 
November after the occupation of the 
U.S. embassy in Iran and a raid on the 
American embassy in Pakistan. 

In addition to staff reductions, the State 
Department warned Americans against 
non-essential travel in the 12 countries 
and urged dependents of American dip- 
lomats to return to the United States. 

Tlie other eight countries were Iraq, 
Kuwait, Bahrain. Qatar, United Arab 
Emirates, Lebanon, Syria and Libya. 

U.S. officials, vriio asked not to be iden- 
tified, said a total of about 20U persons 
will be returning to Oman, Bangladesh, 
North Yemen and Algeria. It was not clear 
how many will be govenimeat employees 
and how many dependents. 

The precautionary measures taken last 
Novembercame during a period of grow- 
ing anti-American tension in the Arab 
worid, much of it arising from appeals to 
the Islamic masses by Iran's Ayatollah 
Khomeini. 

The measures were announced four 
days after an angry Muslim mob attacked 
the American embassy in Islamabad, kil- 
ling a marine guard and forcing the evacu- 
ation of some 100 persons. 

A few days after the announcement, 
some 2,000 pro-Khomeini Libyans 
marched on the American embassy in 
Libya, broke down the Crone door and set 
fire to the first floor.

Hurd stresses Palestinian self-determinati(R] 


KUWAIT, March 14 (AP) — British 
Minister of State for Foreign Affairs Duglas 
Hurd has said any Middle East solution must 
recognize the right of the Palestinian people 
to self-determination with the participation 
of the Palestine Liberation Ogaoization. 

“On the substance of the (Middle East) 
problem, the British view is that there is a gap 
in UJ4. Resolution 242, since it does not 
cover the problem of the rights of the Palesti- 
nians." Hurd said. 

“ It does not suffice to treat this question as 
a refugee problem. Any solution must recog- 
nize ^e right of the Palestinians to self- 
determination within the framework of a 
negotiated settlement,” he told a press con- 
ference Wednesday. 

“The PLO is an important factor in the 
.situation, and because it ^»eaks for a large 


number of Palestinians it needs to be 
included in any settlement and cannot be 
excluded inde^tely." he said. 

Hurd, who left Thursday for home after a 
week's visit to North Yemen and Kuwait, said 
the British government owsidering with 
other Eurr^wan partners “whether there is a 
some help&I way of improving the diances 
for a fair and lasting secernent." 

He smd the European Economic Commun- 
is has not yet taken any dedsion, “but con- 
sultation has tegun at our suggestion.” 
liie minister said the timing of any EEC 
action would need “veiy eaieful coDSidera- 
timi but ruled out an early European rec- 
ognition of the PLO.

BAGHDAD, March 14 (R) — Iraq has 
blacklisted 25 firms and 12 vessels of various 
nationalities because of their dealing with 
Israel, the Iraqi News Agency reported Fri- 
day. 

It said the boycott affected companies and 
vessels from Britain, Singapore, the Nether- 
lands, Iran, Hong Kong, Bel^um, Japan, 
India, Cyprus, Italy, Greece, Liberia, Spain 
and West Germany. 

Ban has been lifted on eight firms and 
four ships of different nationalities after they 
stopped dealing with Israel, it added.

Philippines Muslims mark advent of Islam 


MANILA. Mar* 14 (R) — Muslims in 
Philippines Friday began year-long celebra- 
tions of the 600th anniveisaiy of thearrivalof 
Islam in the country. 

Special prayers were being said in mos- 
ques, including the relatively new mosque in 
Manila. 


There are now between two to four million 
Muslims in a population of some 48 million 
Hlipinos. The majority live in the far south- 
west on Mindanao and nearby islands where 
segments of the community have waged a 


sporadic revolt for the past eight years result- 
ing in some 50,000 deaths. 

The Philippines is formally a secular state, 
in whi* Muslims have freedom of worship 
and are allowed to follow Islamic laws on 
su* matters as divorce whi* is not available 
to the rest of the mainly Roman Catholic 
population. 

Many Muslims however, have complained 
that the 3 [ have not had enough say in their 
own affairs in the south, and express concern 
about increasing Christian inroads in their 
regions. 


CAIRO, Mar* 14 (AP) — A top Egyp- 
tian official has deserfl^ as “absolute non- 
sense" a Kuwaiti newspaper report that 
alleged a group of army officers planned a 
coup detat against President Anwar SadaCs 
regime. 

The newspaper, Al Rai -Al Aam published 
in Kuwait daimed the coup was foiled when a 
member of a group calling itself “Egyptian 
Liberals" reported the plan to Vice- 
President Hosni Mubarak wto promptly bad 
them arrested shortly before the plot was to 
go into effect.

Khartoum, as a’ southern marker town 
under Turkish suzerainty was founded in the 


early 1820’s by Muhammad All Pa^a, then 
Governor of Eg)pt. British influence flrst 
came.inlo the r^oo, through Ismail Pasha, 
Muhammad All’s grandson, whose sdiemes 
as ruler erf ^gypt, sudi as the building a£ the 
Suez Qanal had put the country seriously into 
dd>t, ford^ him to seek western aid. He 
later appmnted Charles Cordan, that well- 
known Victorian pioneer, as Governor- 
General of the entire Sudam 

But in 1879 Ismail was deposed and the 
sitution of the pec^e in Sudan and the wider 
region nominally under tbe sway of the 
pashas had become intolerable from oppres- 
rion. They were ripe for revolt. 

It was at this rimg that MnhammaH Ahmed 
appeared with his vision of regenerating 
lOam not just in Sudan but throughout the 
old TsiamiB woild. In 1 88 1 he was prodaimed 
as the “MabcG' and thousands flowed to his 
standard. The battle that ensued was a bitter 
one and his supporters, who came from all 
over the Sudan, over^elmed the govern- 
ment forces. Khmeoum, isolated from British 
aid, fdl to this Mm^ refmmer in 1885 and 
Gm^n was kiiled in his headquarters. 
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into reality. 
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The old dty was abandoned and a new 
capital, Omdurman, rose at the site of a vil- 
lage across the White.Nile. 

When the Mahdt succumbed to smallpox in 
the same year, one of his best generals took 
over the leadership. Emir Abdullah hence- 
forth known as the Khalifa, extended the dty 
of Omdurman, rebuilt it, induding his own 
palace, with more pennanent materials. He 
built strong stone reDq>arts around the cen- 
tral part, which endosed the tomb of the 
Mahdi, the mosque, the barracks and his 
headquarters. Along the riverside he con- 
structed several defensive forts. 

Thirteen years later, in 1898, an Anglo- 
Egyptian army approa^ed by river and land 
und^ Lord Kitchener with a mission to 
reconquer Sudan. The heavy artillery and 
armored gunboats easily made up for their 
inferior numbers. 

So as not to destroy the town under the 
barrage of such superior weaponry, the 
Khalifa and bis forces moved out onto open 
ground that fateful September morning. 

The Anglo-Egyptian troops stood ready 
for action. 

The Khalifa's men moved rapidly against 
them, accompanied by the beating of drums 
and the blare of ivory horns. Flags of many 
hues floated over the dense mass of white 
robed warriors and in the midst of its all the 
black baimer of the Khalifa, six feet sqtiare. 
The Khalifa was surrounded by his emirs, his 
son Osman commandiing a division on his left, 
his brother Yacoub at the head of a division 
on his right. Behind the entire army was the 
remainder of Omdurman’s population. 

The brave stand that the Muslims made at 
Omdurman against the invading forces is 
known to history, if not just by the sheer 
multitudes that perished in the defeat. The 
battle as it happened is laid out in diagnuns 
and scale models for all to see at the Khalifa's 
House, one of the most interesting Museums 
in Sudan. 

In the Khalifa's origmal house its exhibits 
consh mostly relices of the last two decades 
of the nineteenth century. Items on display 
indude three historic veltides — open land- 
aus used by the Khalifa; an iron boat used by 
Frenchman Jean-Baptiste Marcfaand when 
he made his epic journey to plant the tri-color 
at Fashoda, and a 1902 Arrol car used by the 
Governor General of Sudan perhaps the flrst 
car seen in the capital. 

Muhamma d Ahmed, the Mahdi and Gen- 
eral Otari es Gordan dominate another part 
of the museum. All is memory of battle and 
skimush long ago — chain m^ worn by f(ri- 
lowers of Ae Mahdi, gatling guns, battleflags 
and drums. Next to the museum is the 
Madhi* s tomb, a white mausoleum with a glis- 
tening silver ^me. It was built by tbe Khalifa 
a few years after Muhanunad Ahmed* s death , 
destroyed by Kitchener and rebuilt in 1947. 

Today, a never-ending flow of cars burily 
crowds the dual highway leading into 


Omdurman from Khartoum across the White 
Nile. The old mud brown forts, that once 
made up tbe city's defenses still can be spot- 
ted al(xtg the river banks, where goats now 
graze. Overhead, buzzards, wings spread out, 
hover in a near motionless dance on the 
then^s. 

Omdurman is a composite of new and trad- 
itional Sudanese ai^tecnire — mud or day 
flat-roofed houses, dty walls, narrow streets 
and dark little shops, where Sudan's best 
handicrafts are sold.

Upstream along the Blue Nile is Khar- 
toum, which was rebuilt after the Khalifo 
Abdullah's defeat, and has rinea remained 
the center of the government offices and 
ministries.

PEACE OUTLOOK CHANGE 

. As Freacb President Giscard d'Estalng returns home from his visit 
- to the Middle EasL his task is to ponder the results, both where it 
-coocerns the relations between France and the Arab world, and that 
..to do with the question of a just settlement for the problem of 
Palestine. The president brougjit with some ver>' welcome evidence 
'of a change of outlook on the question of peace, und he. was speaking 
not merely on behalf of France but of Western Europe as a whole. 
What is required now is that these changes are given a more concrete, 
detailed expression, so that the long awaited '* European initiative" at 
last makes a start. 

The signs are that this is already happening — Great Britain is 
already reported as making a series of contacts with the aim of 
' producing an amendment to U.N. Resolution 242, in which its 
demeaning mention of the Palestinian people as “refugees" is 
dianged to a firm recognition of them as a people whose national 
rights have been usurped: und to whom these rights must be restored. 
While it is dear that the European view this exemplifies will not get 
all the way to meet Arab demands, these developments are very 
positive and welcome, representing at least a possible point of depar- 
ture for negotiations for the Arab side. 

The success or failure of the impending European move will be the 
outcome of the possible stand taken by each of the following three 
sides. There are firstly the Palestinians, represented by the Palestine 
Liberation Organization, who have been watching the developments 
with the utmost interest. Their stand will be tmally decided by the 
Palestinian National Convention due to meet soon. And it is 
expected to be favorable, although there are some dissenting voices 
demanding delay until the European card is put on the table. The 
second factor is the American one. .And the difficuln,' here is the 
inability of the U.S. administration to obtain room for maneuver in 
this presidential elections year. The administration is insisting that 
any European effort should not dash with the process started by the 
Camp David accords, especially where it concerns the ''Palestinian 
autonomy" talks between Egypt and Israel. But this objection, it is 
believed, will 'K>on founder, once the deadlock in those Calks becomes 
final — and here the signiHcant date is May 2o. 

Thirdly, there is the Arab side, whose unity and consistent pressure 
were insirumenial in gaining this diplomatic victory for the Palesti- 
nian cause. Tha-t same unity and purposiveness will be indispensable 
for maintaining the momentum, and for m.-iking sure that the isola- 
tion of the Camp David approach is made final. 



Yugoslavia braced for collective leadership

BELGRADE — 

After Uto Yugoslavia will never have another 
president and the country will become tiie first 
Communist nation without a party diief. 

The plan is that Tito’s powers wnll be taken over 
by two institutions — the state presidency and the 
party presidium — where dedsloos will be taken on 
a oonseosus basts. 

Essentially this is already happening. During the 
past two months of Tito's critical illness all key 
dedsioos have been taken without reference to him 
and no signs of discord have emerged in the top 
leadership. 

On &e death of ITto the trffices of state and parQr 
president will be dissolved. The two tt>p jobs in the 
collective state presidency — whose powers lie 
somewliere between a U.S. escecutive-Qrpe presi- 
detuy and a mere figu rehead ^ and the pariy pres- 
idium will rotate, as they do now, on a yearly basis 
between the six republics ud two r^ons of Yugos- 
lavia. 

Uw jobs entitle the holder to no more say in the 


malring of dedsions than any other member of the 
two bodies. The holder only arranges meetings and 
draws up the agenda. 

'Hte ibiniring behind the idea of collective leader- 
ship and rotation of senior jobs is that no politician 
should be allowed to build up too much power, as 
this could strain relations between the various peo- 
ples in the multi-national state and threaten the 
nation's unity. It is also a reflection of the personal- 
ity -of Ttto» v^o could not conceive of a potential 

successor. 

*|The arrangement underlines the titet that so 
other man in Yugoslavia could hc^e to hold so 
mdidi power as Tito. As one Yugoslav oGGdal put xb 
**'nto was the founder of a new country. Sujtii firm - 
guichtnee Bf'not nbw necessary.’’ 

The cc^ective state presidenQr is responrible for 
dedsions relating to foe repubUcs and r^ons of 
Yugoslavia .and deals wifo state matters and the 
economy. 

There are eight members aac for csadi of fo ooo- 
stitoent parts of foe federation — who represent 
their region for five years. They have to harauKiize 
their interests and iron out any difficulties that may 


have arisen in foe diamber of republics and pro- 
vinces. 

vice-president of foe presidency, or diair- 
man, he is the second most responsible person in tiie 
state after Tho and the man who fulfills all foe 
pnesidenfs official functions if he is away or 
incapadtated. 

Kolisevski will hold his post for three more 
months.

More important than the state presideacy is the 
24-member party presidium, foe body that makes 
the political dedsions in foe one-par^ state.

After Tito no one wQl take over as president of 
foe party, but this has yet to be written into foe party 
statutes. 


E^t members of foe presifoum hold their seat 
by virtue of their positions as presidents of foe parr 
committees in their r^ions. Each pary congress - 
and foe next one is scheduled for three years' tim 
oonfinns this and elects two other representative: 
for eacfo republic and one each for foe two regions 
Kosovo and Vojvodinja. The remaining seat is belt 
by Defense Minister Nikola Ljubidc. 

The rule in the party presidium is also that deci- 
sions sbcNtld be taken collectively, on the basis of 
consensus. 

Just how foe idea of coDective leadership wiD 
work in practice over the long term is a big questiem. 
^ ugDslav official admit ft has no paralld anywhere 
else in tim. worid. 

“The first period will be one of consolidation,' 
said one official. After that, be personally believet 
that the coOective leadership principle in its pure 
form would undergo modifiettioas and an ovenll 
guiding hand would appear. “Eventually someone 
would have to emerge for guidance,’’ he said. 

Who that person oouid be, no c»e is prepared to 
guess.

West Germany's Ernst Jung, speaking for 
12 NATO governments at the Easi-West 
conference on force reductions said die seven 
Warsaw Paet partners had made only “vague 
and general statements” since Western prop- 
osals were put forward last December. 

NATO proposed seven “associated meas- 
ures” in an effort to break deadlotdc at the 
seven-year-long Vienna negotiations they 
provide for advance notification of military 
movements, stationing of observers, and reg- 
ular inspections to ensure that agreed troops 
(»is are Maistained. 

Jung told the 23Ist plenary session of the 
conference that a troop-reduction accord, 
when eventually negotiated, would be inade- 
(juate without specific provisions for verifica- 
tion and for redudng the risk of miscalcula- 
tion. 

A Warsaw Pact spokesman told reporters 
that Nato was seeking inspection ri^ts out- 
side the agreed reduction area in central 
Europe, and that its demands for verification 
were excessinve. 

Space gas, called 
exploding star, 
seen by Chinese 

NEW YORK, March 14 ( AP) — A strange 
doud of expanding gas in space may be the 
re mains of an exploding star seen by Chinese 
astronomers in 1408, sdeotists said. 

Three astronomers said in the British Sci- 
ence journal Naotre that the position and 
spectrum of the doud of gas, known in 
astroaomical catalogues as CTB80, suggest 
the object is the same as that seen by the 
Chinese .court astronomers. 

“This is a very unusual objem. We just 
wanted to point out that it can be a candi^te 
for the historical evidence,'' said Or. Thao- 
gasamy Velusamy of India, now visiting at the 
University of M^land.

British Petroleum 
profits skyrocket 
to $ 2.6 billion 

LONDON, Maidi 14 (AP) — Profits 
earned by British Petroleum Co. soared by a 
mas^e 1.176S billion pounds ($ 2.6 billion) 
last year to a total of 1 .6209 billion pounds ( $ 
3.63 billion), the state-controlled oil com- 
pany revealed Thursday, 

This compared with total profits of 4444 
million pounds ($ 995.S million) in 1978. But 
like oAer major oil companies reportipg 
huge profits recently, BP played down the 
figures. **This result substantially overstates 
the economic return achieved by the group in 
1979 when the prices of crude oil and pro- 
ducts were rising steeply," the company said. 

The company said British accounting 
methods, referred to as the “Hrst in-Grst njif 
^tem, did not reflect the hi^er cost of 
replacing oil stocks at the time of sale.

In past years it has been financed 
mostly by Abu Dhabi.

Council (FNQ and the federal cabinet wrote 
a memorandum ^ing for greater integra- 
tion (tf the emirates. 

Sheikh Zayed backed the proposal but 
Sheikh Rashid boycotted a meeting of the 
seven rulers railed to discuss it. 

The statement said Sheikh Zayed and 
Sheikh Rashid agreed on the budget and the 
Central Bank “to strengthen the federation's 
institutions, increase their effectiveness, and 
enable them to cany out their respon- 
sibilities."

New oil import tax included 
in Carter anti -inflation plan 


WASHINGTON, March 14 (AP) - 
President Jimmy Carter will unveil on Fri- 
day his newest anti-inflation strata, 
vihich is expected to iodude the first bal- 
anced bud^t in 12 years axul a new tax 
that would raise gasoline prices 10 cents a 
gallon. 

Carter is expected to propose between$ 
12 biliion to$ IS bfllloa in spending cuts 
for 19S1. In addition, he wUl seek $ 10 
billion in increased revenues through a 
new tax on imported oil, according to 
administratioa. sources and Republicans 
who met with Carter. Carter has aa±ority 
to impose the tax without Congressional 
approval. 

That new tax would raise the price of 
gasoline an additiMial 10 cents a gallon. 

The results of die cuts in spending and 
.the increase in revenues would be a slight 
bnd^ surplus in 1981 in contrast to the 
ori^nal Ca^T budget, submitted in Janu- 
ary, wfaidi provided for ddBdt spending of 
$ 15.8 biliion. The U.S. has not had a 
balanced federal budget since 1^9. 

As pan of die pack^e, the independent 
Fede^ Reserve Board is expected to take 
steps to hike its discount rate by one or 
two percentage points, sources said. It 
wasn't known whether the board would 
announce its acdon simultaneously with 
the Preridenf s announcemenL 

The rise in die discoant rate, vriiidb is 
d>e interest the board charges on loans to 
member banks, could cause anodier 
upward surge in the interest rate banks 
(haige on loans to businesses and con- 
sumers. 

The Chase Manhattan Bank, the 
nation’s third largest, boosted its prime 


rate to a record 18^4 per cent Thursday.

— Reductions in proposed 1981 spend- 
ing for energy, highways, job programs, 
education and- revenue-sharing.

The oil import tax would raise about $ 
10 billion for the remainder of this year if 
imposed on ^ril 1. 

. im addition to his audioriQr to impose 
the tax, he also has authority to impose 
oedit controls, however, some of the 
spending reductions would have to be 
approved by Congress. 

The House of representatives Thursd^ 
approved Carter’s proposed tax. on excess 
company pro^ by a vote of 302 to 
107, sending ^e bfll to tiie Senate for final 
action. 

The legislation is expected to raise $ 
1113 bi^n over 10 years in taxes on 
windfall profits of U.S. oil c(X]^}anies 
resulting from the phasing out of g^etii- 
ment price controis on domestic oil. 

The bill calls for 60 per cent of the 
revenues, about $ 136 biUion, to be used 
for individual and business tax cuts, uhidi 
will require sqiarate legiriation. The 
remmnder would be us^ to develop 
alternative energy sources and mass 
transit, and to help lower-income families 
pay fuel bills.

Bani-Sadr berates holding of hostages 


TEHRAN, March 14 (Agenices) — Ira- 
nians on Friday appeared to pm their faith in 
well-known personalities who cut across 
party lines as they began voting in the Tirst 
round of parliamentary elections. 

in Tehran, where voters faced the daunting 
task of picking 30 names for a list of 460 
hopefuls, candidates (ike former Premier 
Mehdi Bazargan figured high on completed 
ballots. 

There was a slow start to polling but lines 
built up by midday. The turaout appeared 
lower chan in January's presidential election. 

Ayatollah Khomeini v^-as one of the first to 
vote when a ballot box was taken to his north 
Tehran residence early (his morning. Mem- 
bers of his family and doctors attending him 
after his recent heart illness voted with him. 

In working class south Tehran, votes were 
going heaWly in favour of a hardline “grand 
coalition," led by the Islamic Republican 
Party. 

A Reuter correspondent in the area said 
tAe coalition's list was prominently displayed 
iiT OMSt polling stations and voters unsure of 


who to pick were being referred to it by elec- 
toral offidals. 

Meanwhile, Iranian President Abolhassao 
Bani-Sadr said in an interview pubUshed Fri- 
day that the detention of 50 American hos- 
tages in Tehran was no advantage for Iran 
and is inhibiting the conduct of its foreign 
policy. 

Bani-Sadr told the Paris daily Le Figaro 
that the departure of the spedal ^e member 
U.N. commission after 17 days was a missed 
opportunity for the Iranian government. 

“1 hope that the commission will come 
back and take up its work again," he said. 

“For me, the detention of the American 
hostages does not constitute an advantage for 
Iran. In fact, it constitutes a weaJuess 
because it inhibits us from acting, on the 
intemaiional level, to create the climate for 
an independent national poUty with Europe 
and all those ( countries) in the worid that are 
not under the influence of a superpower." 

The president said Iran could not risk los- 
ing the sympathy of the world just to keep the 
hostages.

**Public opinion is dianging and the great 
majori^ in Iran underestand my reasoning 
on this point," he said. 

He repeated earlier statements, that the 
Cate of Ae hostages was up to the foreign 
minister and the new parliament. 

However Washington convinced that all 50 
American hostages in Iran are still alive, and 
the administration of U.S. President Jimmy 
Cartdr is now looking toward Iran’s par^ 
liamentaiy eiectioas as the key to thdr even- 
tual release. 

Admimstratiott analysts steadfastly 
to predict flatly that the election process stait- 
i(^ Friday in Iran will end the long months of 
bitter frustration and d^ed hopes. 

But they say the election appears to be the 
best bet for ending the crisis, despite the 
administration's repeated assertions that the 
UJ4. investigating oommissicm may yet have 
a useful role to play. 

The pariiament, or Majlis, will be elected 
in balloting Friday and on April 4. But it is 
not expected to be able to take up the hostage 
issue imtil May.

B ELCRADE, Yugoslavia, March 14 
(AF’) — President Josip Broz Tito has 
devcsloped a high fever on lop of persistent 
pneumonia, a weakening heart, failed 
kidn eys and malfunctions of other organs, 
his cioctoTs reported Friday. 

Tire daily medical bulletin described bis 
cona'ition as "very grave" and left the 
dear impression the S7-year-old com- 
munist Reader was sinking fast. 

At the makeshift press center outside 
the L.juhijanu clinical center, press 
spokesman Tone ^'ahen for the first time 
began dbeussing with correspondents the 
arrsiagfimena for "the flnai press coider- 
encc." 

“Tile health of the President of the 
Repbi'ic Josip Broz Tito is very grave 
despiti! the application of indispensable- 
measures .ind intensive treatment whidi is 


being continued," the bulletin said. 

"Pneumoma, acoonq>anied by high 
temperature, obstinately persists," the 
bulletin said. "Previously meniion^ dis- 
orders of the hmetions of other organs 
continue to be present further." 

His panel of eight physicians previously 
reported hean weakness and irregularity, 
his doctors have acknowledged tiiat he is 
totally dependent on a dialyas mat^ne 
because of failed kidneys.

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BONN, West Germany, March 14 ( AP) — 
The West Gennan government, wfaidi has 
resisted pressure to take a public stand on a 
possible boycott of the Moscow Olympics, 
signalled Friday it was reluctant to take part 
in a meeting to map plans for "counter- 
games." 

Chief govemmeat qvokesman Klaus Boel- 
ling told reporters he knew nothing of any 
plans for the West Germans to attend ttte 
meeting, called by the Um'ted States, Britain 
and Australia for Monday m Geneva. 

Pressed by reporters, Boelliag, a dose con- 
fidant of Chancellor Helmut Sdunidt, added 
he was also uocertaia whether a formal invi- 
tation to the Geneva meeting had even been 
received. 

Boelling also died recent statements by 
Sdunidt that calls for a boycott in retaliation 
to the Soviet invasion of A fghanista n should 
be "carefully pondered." 

The announcement came at a time when 
the United States, Britain and Australia are 
airanging a meetii^ on Monday for nations 
oppo^ to the Moscow Olympics to 
alternative games, British Foreign Office 
sources sud. 

The informants said Western European, 
African and Arab governments reluctant to 
send athletes to Moscow because of the Rus- 
sian thrust into Afghaiustan have been 
invited. 

The meeting — to be organized at minister- 
ial level — will be held in &neva, the sources 
laid the Assodated Press.

Bogota talks reach standoff 


BOGOTA, Colombia, March 14 ( AP) — 
Negotiations for tiie release of the hostages in 
tbe Dominican Rq^ublicfs embassy were at 
an apparent standoff Friday, as the Colom- 
bian government and tiie M-19 guerrillas 
stuck to their fundamental positions. 

“We will win or die," the guerrillas’ angry 
negotiator shouted to reporters as she walked 
away from tiie fifrh bargaining session in a 
paod truck parked mitside the embassy 
Thursday. 

Friday was the 17th day of ^tivity for 
U.S. Ambassador Diego Asendo, 18 other 
diplomats and an undermined number of 
ofoer persons taken prisoner when some 30 
leftist guerrillas invaded a reception .at the 
embassy on Feb. 27. 

Thegiteirilla diief demand now is for the 
release of jailed leftists induding 215 mem- 
bers of their oigamzation held on such 
diaiges as rebellioii, bank robbery , raiding an

police and business leaders. 

The govemmcDt has offered to fly the 
guerrillas in the embassy out of tbe county 
but contends that the constitution prohibits it 
from releasing anyone who is serving a seo- 
tence or is avmtiog trial. 

Offidal soHirces said the government 
offered to speed up the trials of all those hdd 
for anti-government activity and the sentenc- 
ing of those already convict, and (me news- 
paper predicted this would result in acquittals 
for some and reduced sentences for othen. 
But the offer was rejected. 

“We want the liberation of our comrades 
who have been tortured and are on triaL" the 
guerrilla^ masked negotiator said. “Our 
watchword is ‘we will win or die,’ and that b 
our final, decision."
